"Nightmare" at New Bolton 

Sir: 

I object to your free advertisement for the New 
Bolton Center (October, p. 44). Your article made New 
Bolton Center seem like heaven's delight for the horse 
and possibly for the equine owner. 

There are many other fine establishments that go 
unnoticed and do quite well. I had a nightmare horror 
at New Bolton Center four years ago. My horse would 
be there seven to ten days, I was told. She was there 
close to 90 days . . . She got iatrogenic Cushings 
syndrome due to extreme doses of dexamethasone . . . 
They had her in isolation because of salmonella. The 
room had a cement floor and they failed to remove her 
metal racing shoes. She got cast and ruined her hock... 
At times it was noted in her record students or interns 
forgot to give her the medicine prescribed. A com¬ 
plaint has been filed with the Pennsylvania depart¬ 
ment of licensing; it is pending. 

Total costs have been tens of thousands of dollars, 
so far. All this for a maiden mare that earned $600 in 
her racing career. (The mare was put down a few 
months after she left New Bolton.) 

Be careful with those experts and high overhead.

Pimlico 


Goes Hollywood

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at do you do when someone asks, "Where can 
we get doughnuts for about a thousand people?" 

Well, you call Dunkin Donuts and hope whoever 
answers the phone will take you seriously but also has 
a sense of humor. 

The conversation goes something like this: 

"Hello, we're filming a movie at Pimlico race track 
and we need 80 dozen doughnuts to go . . . assorted. 
And we need them around 7 o'clock in the morning." 

Then you send someone to pick up the doughnuts, 
selecting the person with the smallest car, in this case a 
Honda Civic. He assures you everything will be okay. 

"Don't worry," he says, "I'll squeeze them in some¬ 
how." Squeeze is not a reassuring word in a discus¬ 
sion about doughnuts. 

"Remember, a couple of days ago I picked up 25 
dozen and everything was fine. You just gotta remem¬ 
ber not to stack the jelly doughnut boxes on the bot¬ 
tom." 

In what was probably the strangest five-day non¬ 
race meeting in the 116-year history of Pimlico all this, 
and a whole lot more, actually happened. 

There's more to movies than popcorn and Milk 
Duds, guys in sunglasses and cars careening wildly 
across the screen. That's what you see when you settle 
down in the darkness in some usually uncomfortable 
seat with week-old gum stuck under it. 

How everything got up on that screen is a story in 
itself. 

Between Monday, August 25 and Friday, August 
29, a large portion of Pimlico race track was trans¬ 
formed into a movie set for the latest Barry Levinson- 
Mark Johnson movie. Tin Men. Director Levinson, 
Baltimore-born graduate of Forest Park High School, 
and producer Johnson also collaborated on Diner , The 
Natural and Young Sherlock Holmes.

Several major scenes were filmed at Pimlico. In the 
Members' Club, stable area and on the track movie 
crews began early each morning to set up the day's 
shooting. Parts of actual races were created as close to 
a thousand non-betting patrons cheered on cue and 
then became silent when someone yelled, "Cut." 

The key word in movie making is WAIT (in capital 
letters). The crew spent hours setting up scenes for a 
few minutes of film which could end up only a few 
seconds on the screen. 

Some of the highlights of the week were: 

• Usually someone named Miller is the leading rid¬ 
er at Pimlico. This time it was Mike Clay, exercise 
rider and assistant to Pimlico's general manager. 
Chick Lang. Clay won three races during the 
week. Exercise rider John Soto won one. All the 
race scenes were pre-arranged to fit the plot.

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Other riders portraying jockeys, or jockeys por¬ 
traying fictional jockeys, were Mark Drury, 
Cheryl Long, Tom Kupfer, Terry Kupfer, C.C. 
Riley, Richard Duncan, Leonard Ciaccio, John K.

background, fire trucks arrived answering an 
alarm which was not part of the script.

In all, 
15 grooms performed in a scene which took about 
three hours to film late Tuesday afternoon. 

• Friday's race footage necessitated the use of hun¬ 

dreds of paid and free extras. The crowd was 
placed along the rail surrounding Dreyfuss, then 
cheered wildly on command. At one point, hun¬ 
dreds of people were yelling and screaming like 
they had bet their life's savings, without a horse 
in sight. As one member of the crew reminded, 
"Movies are just illusion." □

Sam and Connie Pistorio 
Back in Horse Business

It was a race guaranteed to warm an oldtimer's 
heart. "I thought I was seeing things—a flashback to 
the past," said one longtime racing fan who happened 
to be at Pimlico on a rainy Tuesday afternoon in early 
September when the fuchsia and gold colors of Mrs. 
and Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio re-appeared in all their 
old glory. 

Highly prominent owners and breeders in Mary¬ 
land during the 1950s and '60s, Sam and Connie Pisto¬ 
rio (both now well into their 80's) had not run a horse 
in this state for over ten years. But their comeback 
turned out to be every inch a triumph, as the Pistorios' 
entry, a 2-year-old colt named Baldski's Choice, won 
going away and broke his maiden by a resounding 
eight and one-quarter lengths. 

"I always did enjoy the horse business; I never did 
get it out of my blood," remarked a jubilant Mr. Pisto¬ 
rio. Still active as a Baltimore builder and real estate 
developer, Mr. Pistorio said he had no particular rea¬ 
son for giving up owning horses back in the 1970s. 
"Things go in cycles," explained his wife. "He got 
discouraged, you know how that is." 

A big gregarious man who remains in excellent 
health at age 84, except for the fact that he has recently 
developed a serious hearing problem, Mr. Pistorio 
said the time has passed when he might consider 
getting back into the breeding business. "I'd love to 
breed horses again," he commented. But at my age, 
it's hard to have that much patience." 

His racing stable consists of two 2-vear-olds he pur¬ 
chased last spring at the Fasig-Tipton Two-Year-Olds 
in Training sale. Mr. Pistorio's colt Baldski's Choice, 
purchased upon the recommendation of agent Art 
Willson, was the highest-priced horse at that sale. By 
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Baldski—Choist by Cross King, Baldski's Choice (a 
half-brother to a medium-caliber stakes-winning filly) 
was bought by Mr. Pistorio for $60,000. In addition, 
Mr. Pistorio bought two other colts at the sale. One, a 
$7,000 purchase, was rejected by his trainer. But he 
still has an as-yet-unraced colt. Regal Art bv Arts and 
Letters out of Somethingregal by Candy Spots, for 
which he paid $17,500. 

"These horses I have today are better than anv I've 
ever had," declared Mr. Pistorio, admitting he has 
plans to get at least a few more if these continue to do 
well. (Baldski's Choice had had one start at Mon¬ 
mouth prior to his maiden-breaking performance at 
Pimlico. He finished a badly beaten sixth in that race, 
after being hit in the face by another jockey's whip. 
Two weeks after his good race, the 2-year-old came 
back to register a disappointing fifth in allowance com¬ 
pany at Pimlico.) 

The Pistorios' trainer, Bernie Bond, believes it is too 
early to tell what kind of horse Baldski's Choice will 
turn out to be. "He trains like a good horse," said Mr. 
Bond. "He has ability, but until he proves it, I can't say 
much." 

A brother of Mr. and Mrs. Pistorio's former long¬ 
time trainer Bowes Bond, who died last May, Bernie 
Bond speaks of the Pistorios in fond terms. "They're 
both great people . . . who really understand racing. 
The last time the colt ran I was more disappointed than 
they were." 

In their heyday with the sport, the Pistorios won 
some 26 stakes races, and bred or raced such major 
performers as Tuscany, Princess Lvgia, Singing 
Beauty and Brazen Brat. 

Between 1952 and 1965, when the property was 
sold, Mr. Pistorio built and maintained the 800-acre 
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Pistorios continued 

Pistorio Farm and Turf Valley Country Club near El- 
licott City (Md.). The property was both a major golf 
course and top-notch horse farm which was home to 
the good stallions The Rhymer and his son Tuscany. 
Birthplace of the major stakes winner Vertex 
($453,424) and the 1965 English Grand National win¬ 
ner Jay Trump, in addition to those horses bred by Mr. 
Pistorio, the farm was managed by the late George 
Thomas, a widely-respected horseman in his day. 

Also a former president of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association (1966-67), Mr. Pistorio left a last¬ 
ing legacy to horse people in this state through his 
efforts in the construction of the sales pavilion at Ti- 
monium back in the mid-1960's. By donating his ser¬ 
vices and subcontracting the construction work to 
save a reported ten percent in construction costs, Mr. 
Pistorio was instrumental in the construction of the 
building which has been the site of most horse auc¬ 
tions in Maryland over the past 20 years. 

Backing Sam Pistorio in all of his projects through 
the years has been his wife, Connie, whom he married 
in 1923. 

"I married the right man: we have had a great life 
together," said Mrs. Pistorio, who met her husband at 
a wedding when they were both 17 years old. 

"I had a job with the B&O Railroad, at the comer of 
Baltimore and Charles Streets in downtown Balti¬ 
more," recalled Mrs. Pistorio. "Everyday at lunchtime 
Sam used to come and stand on the street comer in 
front of the building and wait to take me for a ride. He 
brought me a box of candy every day. And sometimes 
he would take the other girls in the office along—we'd 
all pile in and go for a ride. He was my first beau; my 
very first date. We both came from big Italian Catholic 
families. My parents were very strict, and they 
wouldn't allow me to have any boyfriends except the 
kind with honorable intentions. Eventually, Sam got 
tired of standing on the street comer, so he asked me 
to marry him." 

Following in the footsteps of his father, a Sicilian 
immigrant who started a building company in Balti¬ 
more, Sam Pistorio went to work at a young age as a 
stonemason, and was "boss of the job," according to 
Mrs. Pistorio, by the time he was 17. He developed a 
business of his own in the late 1920s, then quickly lost 
everything at the start of the Depression. 

"Sam was always so ambitious," Mrs. Pistorio went 
on. "We moved back in with my mother, and Sam 
went out looking for any kind of work he could do. He 
sold Christmas trees on the street. Then he heard that 
our church (St. Martin's Catholic Church at the comer 
of Fayette and Fulton) was looking for somebody to 
repair the steeple. Sam took the job, and I was so 
worried about him. My mother and I used to walk 
down there during the day and look up to make sure 
Sam was still there." 
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Baldski's Choice, purchased by Mr. Pistorio 
for $60,000 at the Fasig-Tipton Two-Year-Olds 
in Training sale last April, broke his maiden 
early in September at Pimlico in his second start. 


By 1936, Mr. Pistorio was ready to launch out on his 
own again with another company, and in the 50 years 
since then he has built thousands of houses, offices 
and stores in Maryland. He is involved right now in 
the renovation of a property in Curtis Bay, and still 
works "a few" hours every day in an office he keeps in 
the basement of his home. But he retains relatively few 
real estate holdings. "I used to own a lot of big ware¬ 
houses," explained Mr. Pistorio. "But in the past few 
years we've sold them and put the money in stocks 
and bonds, to make it easier for the executors of the 
estate, when we do pass on." 

Mr. and Mrs. Pistorio live in a modest end-of-group 
rowhouse on Frederick Avenue in Baltimore city, 
which has been their home for some 35 years. "We 
love it here," explained Mrs. Pistorio, pointing to a 
grand old stucco mansion set slightly back from the 
street in the same block as their house. 

"That used to be our home, but we didn't enjoy 
living there. It was much too big for the two of us—we 
never had any children, and we kind of rattled around 
in there," said Mrs. Pistorio. "So when Sam built 
these (row) houses, he made one especially for us. Our 
house is one and one-half times as wide as the others. 1 
had the dining room made extra-wide, and the kitchen 
smaller, because we don't need a large kitchen. 

"Our plan was to keep this as a winter house, and 
have a summer house at Turf Valley. But we never got 
around to building the other house. Turf Valley was 
too far out, and for a long time I didn't drive. This is 
perfect for us. We're close to everything on this 
comer." 

Mrs. Pistorio had surgery on her knee last spring, 
and still has difficulty getting around. The Pistorios 
continued to go to the races even during the years 
when they did not own horses, and Mr. Pistorio now 
goes to the track at least three afternoons a week. But 
Mrs. Pistorio was making her first visit to the track in 
several months when she went to see Baldski's Choice 
win. "I was in a lot of pain before that race, and 
then—I don't know—I think it did something for my 
knee," she commented. 

The Pistorios' career as horse owners began during 
World War II, when they purchased five yearlings at 
Meadowbrook, Long Island, the wartime substitute 
for Saratoga. In the fall of 1945 they acquired two 
horses that were to serve as the foundation of their 
future operation. 

At Keeneland they purchased the 7-year-old *St. 
Germans stallion The Rhymer, winner of the Widener 
Handicap and $88,325 in three seasons. Consigned by 
Greentree, The Rhymer cost $10,000.

That same fall the Pistorios also claimed a filly 
named Roman Matron. The 4-year-old daughter of 
Pompey—Mary Victoria by Victorian had run for as 
little as $1,250, and the Pistorios got her for $1,500. 
Roman Matron won in the Pistorio colors as a 5-year- 
old, and was then retired as a broodmare. Her second 
foal (in 1948) was Tuscany, who won multiple stakes 
and earned $143,962. The following year Roman 
Matron produced the grand filly Princess Lygia. Sold 
by the Pistorios as a weanling for $1,500, Princess 
Lygia was purchased later in her career by Louis B. 
Mayer for the astounding price of "over $100,000." 

Another filly out of Roman Matron, the unraced 
Triple R. (by The Rhymer) became the dam of the good 
stakes winner (and sire) Bronze Babu. 

(An article written over 20 years ago by Joe Hickey 
for The Maryland Horse notes that Mr. Pistorio 
went on to have "misgivings" about having acquired 
the outstanding broodmare for such a paltry sum. 
Roman Matron had been racing for veteran horseman 
Watson Elliott at the time of the claim. Mr. Pistorio did 


not know Wat Elliott, but he decided to offer the 
mare's former owner a free service to Tuscany. Elliott 
gladly sent a mare to the stallion, and ended up getting 
a stakes winner—Tuscany Pomp. Elliott had raced a 
modest string for 53 years, and had never before won a 
stake. Tuscany Pomp was the high point of Elliott's 
career, and a major source of satisfaction for Mr. Pis¬ 
torio.) 

Maryland's leading sire in the late 1950s, The 
Rhymer sired a number of other good stakes winners 
including Vertex, Versify, Blue Rhymer and Singing 
Beauty. Mr. Pistorio reportedly turned down an op¬ 
portunity to buy Vertex in utero for $10,000 from his 
breeder, F. A. Piarulli, then "cheered madly as the colt 
he raised but didn't want" went on to earn nearly 
one-half million pre-inflation dollars. 

"Racing is the most fascinating thing," Mr. Pistorio 
commented recently. "We've met so many fine people 
in this business. The people are as enjoyable as the 
horses. I really missed the business all those years I 
was out of it. I'm glad to be back." □ 
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Pulitzer Prize Winner 
Hemy Taylor Reads 
Poetry on Horseback

W hen he was awarded the 1986 Pulitzer Prize for 
Poetry last April for the volume Flying Change, Henry 
Taylor was caught completely off guard. 

"I had no idea I was being considered," says Taylor, 
who regards himself as apart from the mainstream of 
prominent literary figures such as John Ashberry and 
James Merrill. 

"The way I found out was that Thomas (Taylor's 
15-year-old son) called Frannie (Taylor's wife of 18 
years) from school because one of his teachers thought 
she'd heard the news announced on the radio. 

"Frannie, not saying who she was, called The Wash¬ 
ington Post and verified it. Then she found me at a 
restaurant in Springfield where I was having dinner 
with a friend. 

"For a second when she walked in, 1 thought some¬ 
thing terrible had happened, except that she looked 
too cheerful for disaster." 

Yet the 44-year-old Virginia horseman is typically 
full of surprises himself. Having received this distin¬ 
guished award, Taylor traveled to Maryland recently 
to read his poetry before members and guests of the 
Howard County Poetry and Literature Society . . . 
from the back of a horse. 

"Ellen Kennedy (president of the Society) thought it 
up, and I agreed that it was crazy enough to work," 
Taylor explains. "Then I spent the next couple of 
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weeks thinking it was the dumbest thing I'd ever got¬ 
ten myself into. 

"The key turned out to be a horse with a sweetheart 
disposition named Rome By Night who could execute 
a flying change on command. I can't tell you how 
grateful I am to the people at the Columbia Horse 
Center who provided the horse and went along with 
this lunatic notion." 

The "lunatic notion" produced a crowd of over 100 
people, more than half of them generally more in¬ 
clined toward manes and tails than meters and stanzas. 

Suntanned and boyish, elegant in his black hunting 
coat, breeches, boots and derby, Taylor read of the life 
so familiar to those who live a rural existence. 

He writes often of what we love. 

Of horses: 

The Flying Change 
I 

The canter has two stride patterns , one on the right lead 
and one on the left, each a mirror image of the other. 

The leading foreleg is the last to touch the ground before 
the moment of suspension in the air. On cantered 
curves , the horse tends to lead with the inside leg. 
Turning at liberty, he can change leads without effort 
during the moment of suspension , but a rider's weight 
makes this more difficult. The aim of teaching a horse to 
move beneath you is to remind him hone he moved when 
he was free. 


A single leaf turns sideways in the wind 
in time to save a remnant of the day; 

I am lifted like a whipcrack to the moves 
I studied on that barbered stretch of ground, 
before I schooled myself to drift away 

from skills l still possess , but must outlive. 
Sometimes when I cup water in my hands 
and watch it slip away and disappear, 

I see that age will make my hands a sieve; 
but for a moment the siftifig world suspends 

its flight and leans toward the sun once more, 
as if to interrupt its mindless plunge 
through works and days that will not come again 
I hold myself immobile in the bright air, 
sustained in time astride the flying change. 


Of nature: 

Hawk 

Last year l learned to speak to a red-tail hawk. 
He wheeled above me as I crossed a field; 
he screamed; 1 pulled a blade of grass, set it 
against my lips, and started screaming back. 

We held that conversation for half a mile. 

Once in a while he calls me out of the house 
and I comb a border for the right blade of grass. 
I used to wish I might learn what it is 
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Henry Taylor continued 

we mean to one another; now, I keep 
the noise we've mastered for itself alone, 
for glimpses of his descent toward dead elms f 
and a heart that will not mind when I am gone. 

He writes often with humor: 

Tradition and the Individual Talent 
An old-school foxhunter let it get around 
that he hunted a deer-proof pack. Hard to believe: 
foxhounds are bom to run foxes, all right, 
but you have to make them stay off rabbits, 
housecats, chickens, etc. They learn to stop 
when the hound-whip cracks. Deer scent, though, 
is strong enough to put whips out of their minds. 

So, somebody asked, how do you do it? 

Take a bag of deer scent and a hound, 
put them both in a fifty-five-gallon oil drum, 
and roll it down a hill or a rocky road. 

God almighty. You claim this really works? 

Seems to. One thing I'll say for damn sure: 
they stay away from fifty-five-gallon drums. 

And he writes of darker things we wish we didn't 
know: 

One Morning, Shoeing Horses 
I hold a shank while the blacksmith nails a shoe 
in place, and think about how many years 
I've worked at this . . . watching the horse's ears 
for signs of what he might decide to do, 
touching his neck, turning his head to coax 
a little weight away from the lifted hoof, 
the flywhisk light and always on the move, 
the soothing whispers tuned to hammer strokes. 

But I've always been unsteady at it since the day 
like this, some ten years back, when a driven nail 
got under the blacksmith's wedding ring, unclinched. 
There was a kind of roaring scream, the horse flinched 
and snatched his hoof, and there the finger lay, 
twitching a little, beside the water pail. 

The powerful poems, exquisite in their sound as 
well as sense, are crafted in language easy to under¬ 
stand, instantly visual, strongly reminiscent of Robert 
Frost, although it is poets Richard Wilbur and George 
Garrett whom Taylor credits as having had the great¬ 
est influence on him. 

The equine images that form so many of the meta¬ 
phors in Taylor's poetry derive from his life on the 
farm in Lincoln, Va., where his family has lived since 
the late 18th century. 

"Horses are something I know a lot about, so the 
subject came up naturally when I needed something to 
write about at first," Taylor recalls. "Later on, I was 
more interested in the metaphorical use of the horse as 
a passage of time, the way I used 'flying change/ I 
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like that term and its ambiguity. It seems to work for 
me on a literal level as well as a metaphorical one." 

In his early 20s, Taylor had planned a career as a 
professional horseman. As a member of Loudoun 
Pony Club, he attained an "A" rating under the scru¬ 
tiny of the late Louise Bedford, competed in show 
jumping and combined training, and raced over tim¬ 
ber. 

"I've ridden since I was a child and I was real serious 
in those days. I had a good jumper named Small 
Change that I got when he was 3 and I was 11. I 
showed him, pony clubbed him and even ran him in a 
race once. 

"My father also had timber horses. One named Old 
Fashioned eventually went to Ben Griswold as a hunt¬ 
er, and another. Hand Money, I made into an open 
jumper of sorts after he couldn't run anymore. It was a 
real challenge to get him to jump what I wanted in¬ 
stead of just taking hold and jumping out of the ring, 
which he did frequently," Taylor says with a chuckle. 

"I truly thought I'd go on to be a professional. I had 
the whole fantasy worked out in my mind . . . then I 
found something that obsessed me more: poetry." 

Taylor went north to the George School in Penn¬ 
sylvania and then returned home to attend the Uni¬ 
versity of Virginia. In 1966, while he was working on a 
master's degree at age 23, his first book of poetry. The 
Horse Show at Midnight, was published. Nine years 
later, when he was teaching at the University of Utah, 
the second offering. An Afternoon of Pocket Billiards, 
came out. Two years ago, Taylor won the prestigious 
Witter Bynner Foundation poetry prize. 

The Pulitzer-winning volume. Plying Change, is slim 
in quantity, containing less than 40 poems, all con¬ 
structed over the past ten years. 

"The poems come along one at a time. After a while, 
you get enough of a stack to think a book might be 
forthcoming," says Taylor. "I try to write something 
all the time, but I write many different things. Now (in 
addition to teaching his creative writing classes at 
American University), I'm working on a history of 
western Loudoun County, and I also write book re¬ 
views and articles. 

"The povms I must wait for until they take a hold. If 
all I wanted to write was poetry. I'd probably write 
more, although six or eight poems a year is all I find I 
can hope for. When I've tried to push, to produce 
more than that, I end up discarding most of them. 
They just aren't good enough." 

As for the Pulitzer Prize, Taylor is unsure of its 
lasting effect, but he appears to view the accompany¬ 
ing notoriety as proof of his dominant poetic themes of 
time and change. 
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"There seems to be a tendency in this world for 
things to happen that are totally random," he muses. 
"You know, the woman goes down to the 7-Eleven for 
a few things and an airplane falls on her car. 

"But I do feel somehow liberated that I don't have to 
worry about my writing anymore. I've always pretty 
much done things my own way, but sometimes there 
was an anxiety about what reviewers might think. 
Some of that has been removed, although if you lose it 
all, you also lose your judgment. I surely don't want to 
become too self-contented." 


Not Yet 

The day may come when I will sit in a chair and stare 
myself slowly away , 

or stand still at the edge of a field or the e?id 
of an unfamiliar street 

grappling for a memory that might seem to make long 
life worthwhile , 

but today , almost dozing in noon sun , I blinked and 
looked down the drivezcay 
in time to see six deer come over the fence out of 
nowhere , their sharp feet 
barely printing the ground, and melt into woods 

toward absolute purity of style. □

Washington College 
Gives Honorary 
Degree to Hubbard

The President and Board of Governors of Washing¬ 
ton College in Chestertown, Md., paid homage to 
their trustee emeritus , Wilbur Ross Hubbard, last Sep¬ 
tember by conferring on him the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Public Service. The award was presented in 
acknowledgement of Hubbard's enduring efforts in 
historic preservation and his remarkable career as 
Master of Foxhounds. 

Ninety years old on August 2, Hubbard has spent 
his life involved in the affairs of this lovely Eastern 
Shore town where he was born. 

His parents purchased Widehall, where Hubbard 
lives to this day, when he was 13 years old. Growing 
up in the elegant brick house, built in 1769 overlooking 
the Chester River, gave him a taste for historv and fine 
architecture. 

As a young man, Hubbard went off to Yale for 
college and then to George Washington University for 
two law r degrees, conferred in 1927. But bv 1931, he 
was home again, establishing his private pack, Mr. 
Hubbard's Kent County Hounds, that year. Hub¬ 
bard's early years following local farmers' packs made 
him partial to what he calls Eastern Shore hounds, the 
ancestors of his modem Penn-Marvdel strain, known 
for their deep voices and excellent noses. 

Continuity in all phases of life is something Hub¬ 
bard respects. His hounds have now' hunted this rol¬ 
ling country for 56 years, 35 of them with 73-vear-old 
H. Arthur Brown (variously know n as "Hound Dog" 
and "Brownie") as huntsman. For 17 years, Joan Hill 
has served as professional whipper-in and personal 
secretary to Hubbard. 

Always planning ahead, Hubbard rebuilt his Kent 
County kennels three years ago to house his 31 x /z 
couple hounds, and Hubbard has two yearlings in his 
bam, homebred to be his future hunters. Hounds 
went out 55 times last season. 

In the area of architectural preservation, Hubbard 
was responsible as far back as the 1940s for saving and 
restoring the 1735 Hvnson-Ringgold House, which is 
now used as the residence of Washington College's 
president. 

More recently, Hubbard, past president of the His¬ 
torical Society of Kent County and current president of 
Preservation, Inc., has redone the Customs House, 
built in 1769, and numerous other deteriorating Ches¬ 
tertown structures. 

On the occasion of Wilbur Ross Hubbard's 90th 
birthday. Governor Harry Hughes celebrated this 
venerable citizen's many contributions with a tribute 
from the State of Maryland "in recognition of the 
distinguished gentleman whose full life, youthful

Fitting Finale 
For Doubly Clear

Doubly Clear is the kind of horse who inspires 
bargain-hunters to keep coming back to the Thor¬ 
oughbred auction sales. 

Right down to his final stride on the race track, the 
rangy Maryland-bred was a winner. His last step in 
competition occurred at Delaware Park last July 20. 
Doubly Clear won an allowance race by nearly two 
lengths, earning another $9,000 to put his career total 
at $324,371. At some point during the five-furlong 
sprint, the 4-year-old gelding shattered the sesamoid 
and splint bones in his left foreleg. 

Owner Judy Bujnicki was understandably upset 
and disappointed when x-rays revealed the unfortu¬ 
nate facts. But instead of bitterness and grief about 
what might have been, the 28-year-old horsewoman 
feels reconciled and comforted by the amazing career 
of Doubly Clear from the day she spotted him at a 
yearling auction at Timonium in October, 1983, to his 
last race at Delaware Park, when he equaled the track 
record in a fitting swan song. 

Doubly Clear was not intended to be a race horse, at 
least not by his breeder. His dam. Clear Mistery, was 
purchased in a package deal—"two or three brood¬ 
mares," his breeder, Lilian Chance of Malvern, Pa., 


recalls. She paid $2,000 and three steers for the pack- 
age. 

Mrs. Chance bred Clear Mistery to "cheap stallions" 
to produce show horses. Two a Day, despite being a 
grandson of Bold Ruler, was considered no more than 
that when he was bred to Clear Mistery. 

After the birth of Doubly Clear, Mrs. Chance was 
quoted: "I didn't even think he would make a good 
show horse. He was very big as are his sire and dam, 
but to say he had an ugly head is to be too kind. He 
looked like a mule and besides that he was a bit of a 
handful." 

Beauty is in the eye of the beholder. To Judy Bu¬ 
jnicki, Doubly Clear seemed a particularly attractive 
yearling several months later in the sales ring. 

"I figured that he'd make a good working hunter if 
he didn't make a race horse," Judy recalls. Her friend, 
and later trainer, Steve Rowan did the bidding on 
Doubly Clear for Judy, getting him for $1,500. Judy did 
not have credit with the sales agency so friends signed 
the ticket for her. 

Judy, who had grown up with pleasure horses but 
knew little about the business of racing, began work- 
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Doubly Clear continued 

ing with her supposed show horse after Doubly Clear 
turned 2. He was gelded in February, 1984, "because 
that's what you do with a show horse, right?" she was 
quoted. 

When Doubly Clear showed a disposition to run, 
she turned him over to her friend Rowan at Penn 
National. And she became a daily commuter—75 
miles each way—from her home in Bethlehem (Pa.) to 
Grantville as Doubly Clear's workouts became more 
promising. 

Except for Judy and her trainer, no one seemed too 
excited at Bowie in June, 1984, when Doubly Clear 
made his debut. He ran second for an $18,000 claiming 
tag. Then he won, with no takers, for $28,000 and 
chapter one of an amazing Thoroughbred story was 
underway. 

Judy made a momentous decision, at least for her, in 
midsummer. She put out $10,000 of newly-acquired 
winnings from the Mayflower and Tyro Stakes to sup¬ 
plement her horse for the Grade 2 $200,000 Sapling 
Stakes at Monmouth. Her instincts about Doubly 


Clear were still on target as he recorded his most 
important victory in the Sapling, earning $120,150. In 
all. Doubly Clear banked $248,097 as a 2-year-old, 
winning five of 11 starts and the Maryland-bred 2- 
year-old championship. 

At 3, Doubly Clear won only one race in nine tries 
but was on the rebound again this year. He finished 
his 4-year-old campaign with a perfect three-for-three 
record before his mishap at Delaware Park. 

Speaking from the bottom line standpoint, Judy 
says: "He was remarkable. He missed bringing back a 
check only six times (in 23 tries)." 

Doubly Clear is now recuperating at a farm in 
Grantville, Pa. Judy visits often and thinks that some¬ 
day she might show her pet. 

For now, "I might go back to hot walking or working 
as a groom at Penn National," she says. "I have noth¬ 
ing to race. I will take time and regroup. Probably I will 
look at some of the fall sales. But I believe that light¬ 
ning does not strike twice." □

Two Punch, who will be offered 
at a $7,500 live foal fee, enters stud 
as the property of Eleanor Ryan- 
Sparenberg's Ross Valley Farm 
and Windfields Farm Ltd. No plans 
are reported to syndicate the colt at 
the present time.

Halo Hattab (Halo—Yellow 
Daisy by A1 Hattab) has been 
moved to Merryland Farm in 
Hydes (Md.). 

Property of Seymour Cohn, who 
also owns Merryland, the 7-year- 
old horse is out of a half-sister to 
stakes winner Sallys Flight, dam of 
current added-money achiever 
Flight Capitan. 

Halo Hattab was unraced. He 
entered stud in 1983 at Heritage 
Breeding Farm in Montgomery, 
N.Y., and his first small crop are 
2-year-olds of 1986.

(Md.) in 1987.

Yankee Lad out-of-state for 1987. 

Arrangements have been made 
for Yankee Lad, sire of 1984 Olym¬ 
pic Gold Medal winner Touch of 
Class, to stand the upcoming 
breeding season at the University 
of Connecticut in Storrs, Conn., 
according to research center man¬ 
ager Norm Luba. "It's just a loan, 
and most likely he'll be back," says 
Luba. "Connecticut has a larger 
hunter/jumper population and we 
wanted to give people in that area a 
chance to breed to him." 

Stored samples of Yankee Lad's 
semen will be used to artificially 
inseminate mares at the University 
of Maryland's facility in Ellicott 
City this spring, and local sport 
horse owners are welcome to con¬ 
tact the University about the artifi¬ 
cial insemination program (with 
the understanding that foals so 
conceived may not be registered as 
Thoroughbreds). 

New to the University is the 6- 
year-old horse A Sip of Julep. A 
stakes winner of $144,706, A Sip of 
Julep (Accipiter—Fast Exchange by 
Swaps) was donated to the Univer¬ 
sity by Richard and Rosalee Davi¬ 
son. A Sip of Julep was bred and 
campaigned locally for four sea¬ 
sons by the Davisons.

A veterinarian 
whose specialty is equine repro¬ 
duction, Dr. Solomon plans to set 
up a neonatal care facility on his 
new farm with his professional as¬ 
sociate, Dr. Craig Linda, in resi¬ 
dence. 

"From now on, our clients will 
be able to choose between foaling a 
Maryland-bred or a Pennsylvania- 
bred," noted Dr. Solomon. 

First starter wins 

Osufnam Farm's Command 
Control got off to a quick start at 
stud when his first starter won first 
time out last month at Laurel. 

Power Control, a 2-vear-old 
Command Control colt bred and 
trained by Beverly P. (Toughy) 
Hacker and owned by Evelyn S. 
Hacker, gained victory by a defini¬ 
tive one and one-quarter lengths in 
an $8,500 maiden claiming race on 
October 10. 

Command Control is a three- 
quarter brother to the local stallion 
Rock'n Rollick who also had suc¬ 
cess as a freshman sire last year. By 
Rambunctious—Monelia by Mon¬ 
go, Command Control was a stakes 
winner of slightly more than 
$ 100 , 000 . 

The 9-year-old horse stands at 
Osufnam Farm in Westminster 
(Md.) for a $1,000 live foal fee. 
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Baltimore Jumping Classic 

Mario DesLauriers of Bromont, 
Quebec, became the first interna¬ 
tional champion of the Baltimore 
Jumping Classic when he rode Box 
Car Willie to victory over a 60- 
horse field in the $50,000 Grand- 
prix of Baltimore on October 6. 

The 21-year-old veteran of Can¬ 
ada's 1984 Olympic team was one 
of four riders with two clean rides 
in the first of five indoor events 
which close the 1986 Mercedes 
grandprix series of show jumping. 
DesLauriers completed the seven- 
effort, 310-meter, jump-off course 
in 35.03 seconds on his 6-year-old 
Dutch-bred mount, owned by Pam 
Griffin of Orange, Va. DesLauriers 
and Griffin are engaged to be mar¬ 
ried in 1987. 

Eight entries completed Richard 
Jeffery's original 15-effort, 430- 
meter course without penalty to 
qualify for the timed jump-off. 
Former Baltimore champion Katie 
Monahan of Middleburg, Va., set 
the early standard with a clean ride 
in 36.10 seconds on Bean Bag. Two 
riders later, Monahan's student, 
Beezie Patton of Milwaukee, Wis., 
moved into the lead with a time of 
35.20 seconds on Medrano. 

Next up was DesLauriers, the 
1984 World Cup champion. Though 
teamed with Box Car Willie for only 
three weeks, DesLauriers rode per¬ 
fectly. DesLauriers had no room 
for error as the following rider, 
Anne Kursinski of Pasadena, Calif, 
finished clean in 35.10 seconds on 
Montreal, just seven one-hun¬ 
dredths of a second behind Des 
Lauriers. Patton finished in third 
place and Monahan was fourth. 

Overall, there were 225 entries in 
the sixth annual Baltimore Jump¬ 
ing Classic. Competitors repre¬ 
sented 19 states and eight coun¬ 
tries—the United States, Canada, 
Venezuela, England, France, Swit¬ 
zerland, West Germany and Japan.

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$5 Million Bonus for Triple Crown 


In a major announcement almost certain to have 
far-reaching effects within the industry. Triple Crown 
Productions Inc. several weeks ago released details on 
its new Triple Crown Challenge: a $5 million award to 
any horse which can sweep the 1987 Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness and Belmont Stakes. 

The $5 million includes the winner's purse money 
for each of the events, as well as bonus incentives 
rewarding the highest level of accomplishment in the 
Triple Crown competition. 

A key element in the "challenge" is a $1 million 
guaranteed bonus, based on a point system, for the 
horse with the best, most consistent finishes through¬ 
out the Triple Crown series. This bonus will reward 
"toughness, talent and the courage to win," and will 
be awarded only to a horse which competes in all three 
Triple Crown events, finishes in the money in at least 
one of them, and accumulates the highest point total at 
the end of the series. 

Added to the purse money and the point bonus. 
Triple Crown Productions will guarantee sufficient 


bonus money to bring the total amount for finishing 
first in all three races up to $5 million. 

Only eleven horses throughout more than a century 
have been successful in winning the Triple Crown. 

Triple Crown Productions, which is directed by 
Audrey Korotkin, a onetime award-winning sports- 
caster for WBAL radio station in Baltimore, was es¬ 
tablished last year for the purpose of promoting the 
Kentucky Derby, Preakness and Belmont as a series. 
In 1986, for the first time, all three races shared a single 
nomination blank, and the result was a record number 
(452) of nominations. 

Churchill Downs president Thomas H. Meeker 
serves as president of Triple Crown Productions, and 
Gerard J. McKeon, president of the New York Racing 
Association, is secretary/treasurer. 

The Triple Crown Challenge may be expanded in 
future years, according to officials of the organization, 
who added that efforts are being made to secure 
corporate sponsorship for the Triple Crown. □ 


STALLION REGISTRATION REMINDER 

In order to receive STALLION BONUS AWARDS, 
each Maryland stallion must be registered annually with the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association. The annual fee is $100. 

If you don’t register your stallion for the 1987 season, 
he will not be eligible to receive bonus award money when his offspring 
win in Maryland in 1987. 

Only stallions with progeny of racing age require registration. 

Bonus awards amount to approximately 7 percent of the winner s share 
of the purse.

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Eastern Fall Yearlings 
Produce Strong Market

This year's Eastern Fall Selected 
Yearling sale was the strongest 
auction to take place in Maryland 
for quite some time. 

Most encouraging was the rela¬ 
tively low number of buy-backs (13 
percent) and the relatively slight 
decline in average in comparison 
with last year's sale. Overall aver¬ 
age at the auction held September 
21 at the Timonium Sales Pavilion 
declined slightly less than 5 per¬ 
cent from the 1985 figure. (Nation¬ 
ally, most yearling sales this sum¬ 
mer recorded declines of 11 to 27 
percent.) A large crowd, including 
many serious buyers, turned out 
for the sale sponsored by Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic. 

Barclay Tagg, the Maryland train¬ 
er who two years ago selected major 
stakes winner Roo Art out of a local 

2-year-olds in training sale, signed 
the ticket for the $60,000 sales top¬ 
per, a dark bay or brown colt by 
Dom Alaric (Fr) out of the Nashua 
mare New Xantippe. Consigned to 
the sale by Milfer Farm, of Unadilla, 
N.Y., the Dom Alaric (Fr) colt is a 
half-brother to two stakes horses, 
including Jacque's Tip, a graded 
stakes winner of $364,640. 
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Leading consignor was agent 
Donald P. Litz Jr., who sold 20 
horses for several clients for a total 
of $308,100. Included in the Litz 
consignment was a bay filly by 
Smarten—Floss Ross by Pretense 
which brought $42,000. 

David Kemenash of Milmay, 
N.J., bought six for a total of 
$141,500 to be leading buyer. 
Among Mr. Kemenash's purchases 
was the next-highest priced year¬ 
ling in the sale, a dark bay or brown 
colt by Gregorian—Run Em Up by 
Count Brook consigned by Wind- 
fields Farm, for which Kemenash 
paid $56,000. 

"The success of this sale makes 
us resolved to be even tougher in 
the selection process for next 
year," commented Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic vice-president Susan 
Small. "It obviously pays to stand 
firm on the kinds of yearlings we'll 
accept, especially at the lower end." 

The decreasing percentage of 
horses returned as not sold seems 
to indicate that horse owners are 
adjusting to the prevailing market, 
and are becoming more realistic in 
their expectations, added Small. 


A total of 117 yearlings found 
buyers at the sale, with an addi¬ 
tional 18 listed as RNA's. Gross to¬ 
tal was $1,502,900. Average price 
was $12,845. 

Corresponding figures for last 
year consist of 125 sold and 29 
RNA's; $1,687,500 gross total and 
$13,500 average.

Led by the deceased King's Bishop, whose progeny has earned well in 
excess of $1 million so far this year, Windfields stallions continue to dominate 
Maryland's general sire list. 

In the following survey, compiled by The Jockey Club Statistical Bureau and 
restricted to North American racing through September 16, Windfields sire The 
Minstrel finished a strong runner-up. Not only have his sons and daughters 
earned over $922,000 to date in 1986, but they have also established The Minstrel 
as the leader in number of U.S. stakes winners. 

Glade Valley Farm's Rollicking, sire of a remarkable 59 winners (more, by far, 
than any other Maryland stallion) is third on the list, while Northern Dancer and 
Smarten complete the top five. 

King's Bishop (by Round Table out of the Fleet Nasrullah mare Spearfish) 
stood at Windfields for a $25,000 live foal fee at the time of his death in 1981. He 
was humanely destroyed in the prime of his stud career at the age of 12, after 
extensive medical efforts failed to improve a chronically diseased right hock. 

Widely regarded as Round Table's finest son at stud, King's Bishop entered 
stud at Mrs. Richard C. duPont's Woodstock Farm in 1974, following an only 
somewhat less brilliant career as a race horse. Windfields assumed management 
control of the syndicated stallion in October, 1976. Lifetime, King's Bishop is 
represented by 26 stakes winners, 17 percent of his starters. 

In 1986, King's Bishop has had four stakes winners, the best of whom was 
Possible Mate, a 5-year-old mare who recently retired with earnings of $675,999. 
Possible Mate won five stakes this year, including the Grade 2 Sheepshead Bay 
Handicap at Belmont Park. The 6-year-old horse King's Swan, a current stakes 
winner of over $200,000, was also sired by King's Bishop. 

The Minstrel, whose 1987 fee will be $125,000 live foal, is represented this 
year by a total of nine stakes winners. In the U.S. he has Palace Music (winner of 
the John Henry H-Gl), Treizieme (Canterbury Turf Classic H, etc.). Laser Lane, 
and three others. However, The Minstrel's star performer is the 2-year-old filly 
Minstrella. A leading candidate for championship of her division in the British 
Isles this year, Minstrella has to her credit three added-money events, including

Northern Dancer's son The Minstrel would undoubtedly 
lead both the general and juvenile lists in earnings. 
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two Group 1 races. In addition. The Minstrel has two other stakes winners 
overseas: Bakharoff (Walmac International Geoffrey Freer S-G2 in England) and 
High Competence (Premio Legnano-G2 in Italy). 

Also a perennial leader among Maryland sires. Rollicking has had some 93 
starters this year. He has three 1986 stakes winners—Gage Park, Ski Bunny and 
Triandrus—and two stakes-placed horses. Property of Mrs. Robert A. Leonard, 
Rollicking stands at Glade Valley on a private contract basis. 

Northern Dancer, in the midst of an off-year, is sire of a total of seven stakes 
winners to date. His top race horse in the U.S. is Herat (New Orleans H-G2, etc., 
for 1986 earnings of $421,000). Also sire of domestic stakes winners Glow (Saranac 
S-G2, etc.). Lucky North and Air Dancer, Northern Dancer is represented abroad 
by two group stakes winners in France and one stakes winner in England. 
However, Northern Dancer has had a tremendous year through the influence of 
his sons at stud. The 25-year-old patriarch from Chesapeake City is grandsire of 
top 1986 performers Manila, Dancing Brave, Danzig Connection, Shahrastani, 
Ferdinand, Sonic Lady and Minstrella, among others.

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Silver Badge Tops Among 
Maryland's Juvenile Sires 

Zannetta Farm's Silver Badge was the state's leading sire of 2-year-olds 
through mid-September. With earnings of 591,853 (accumulated mostly through 
the success of his son Silano), Silver Badge topped Rollicking (577,201) by a wide 
margin. Also among the top five were Shelter Half, Century Prince and Robellino. 

Silver Badge is owned by a syndicate and stands at Ron and Kaye Gibellino's 
Zannetta Farm in Elkton for a 53,500 live foal fee. A stakes winner of 5152,486, 
Silver Badge is by Poker out of the Hail to Reason mare Silver True, a half-sister to 
champion Silver Spoon. 

He was Maryland's second leading freshman sire in 1981, and has had a full 
book every vear since entering stud. Although his 1986 season was curtailed bv a 
paddock injury last February, Silver Badge has since fully recovered and is 
expected to serve his full complement of mares in 1987. 

Silano, bv Silver Badge, was the most successful juvenile to campaign in 
Maryland last summer, with victories in Laurel's Playpen Stakes and the Rollick¬ 
ing Stakes at Pimlico. 

Rollicking, represented by the promising stakes-placed winner Grand Rol, 
was tied with Silver Badge and Shelter Half in number of juvenile winners, each 
having four. Shelter Half was sire of two stakes-placed 2-year-olds: Half Shelt and 
In the Curl, while Century Prince and Robellino were each credited with one 
stakes winner.

Pot of Antics boosted her earnings to more than $100,000 
with her success in the Concord Stakes at Rockingham. 
Carrying 122 pounds, she drew clear by one and three- 
quarter lengths to defeat a field of nine 3-year-old filly 
rivals, including runner-up Allow Me and third-finisher 
Margaret's Charm, who is also a Maryland-bred. 

The race marked the second time that Pot of Antics, 
whose trainer Steward Mitchell is based at Bowie, has 
been shipped to Rockingham and won a stakes. In May 
the 3-year-old filly captured Rockingham's $15,000 Miss 
Musket Stakes at one mile and one-sixteenth on the turf. 

Following her victory in the Concord in early September, 
Pot of Antics returned in the $75,000 Twixt Stakes for 
registered Maryland-breds at Pimlico and finished out-of- 
the money after encountering a rough trip. 

A $21,000 purchase at the 1985 Fasig-Tipton Maryland 
Two-Year-Olds in Training sale. Pot of Antics is owned by 
Frank Scuderi, a land developer from Temple Hills (Md.), 
who takes great pride in the filly's accomplishments. "I 
alwavs did believe she'd make a race horse/' says Mr. 
Scuderi. Something of a slow starter. Pot of Antics did not 
break her maiden until her 11th start last year. But she has 
been victorious in nearly half of her appearances in 1986, 
winning three added-money events and two allowance 
races. 

Pot of Antics was bred by Sunset Hill Breeding Associ¬ 
ates, a five-year partnership headed by Sunset Hill Farm 
owner Jerold C. Hoffberger. The partnership was dis¬ 
banded in 1985, and Pot of Antics' dam. Pot of Honey, 
was sold at that year's Fasig-Tipton Kentucky January 
sale for $10,000. Pot of Honey is the dam of five other foals 
to race, four winners, the best of whom was Iron Skillet, a 
filly of 1980 by Proud Clarion who placed in stakes and 
earned $73,284.

Trainer Meredith (Mert) Bailes was not surprised to see 
his filly pop up and win a $50,000 stakes. "What surprised 
me was the fact that she won so easily," said Bailes. 

Martins Choice, a 4-year-old daughter of the remarkable 
Maryland stallion Friend's Choice, had shown little flair in 
her last three starts. Since her five-length victory in a 
minor added-money race at Delaware Park in early June, 
she had not managed better than an "even" third against 
local fillies and mares. And in Timonium's Alma North 
Handicap, her last start prior to the unrestricted Straight 
Deal Handicap at Pimlico, she was beaten a full ten 
lengths. 



But Martins Choice staged a convincing upset in the 
Straight Deal. Rated just behind early leaders Alden's 
Ambition and Masked Barb, she took advantage of an 
opening along the rail in mid-stretch, and pulled away to 
win by four and one-quarter lengths. Posted at sixth- 
longest odds of 16-1 in the field of eight older females, 
Martins Choice finished eight lengths in front of the fa¬ 
vorite, Dogwood Stable's Natania, who had recently reg¬ 
istered a third in a graded stakes.

Maryland-bred Towering Star won going away in the 
$35,000 Kindergarten Stakes at Philadelphia Park. The 
2-year-old colt, who campaigns for his breeders, Charles 
and Mary Kaye of Littleton, Mass., came from far off the 



pace to score by one and one-quarter lengths. Victory in 
the race, worth $31,029, brought the young horse's earn¬ 
ings over the $35,000 mark. 

Towering Star had rallied to win handily in his first start, a 
five and one-half furlong maiden special at Atlantic City 
on August 16, and is thus undefeated in two outings so 
far. 

Trained by Mike Goswell, a former steeplechase rider 
who maintains a large public stable at the Fair Hill Train¬ 
ing Center in Cecil County (Md.), Towering Star is by 
Kentucky stallion Irish Tower out of Tinsley Star (by 
Tinsley). A half-sister to stakes-placed Dona Maya 
($59,747, 2nd 1976 Post Deb S-G3, etc.), Tinsley Star has 
had one other foal to race: a 3-year-old colt. Catch Dewan 
by Dewan, who has yet to break his maiden. 

The Kayes, who are longtime clients of Glade Valley 
Farm, have had one other stakes winner: 5-year-old Jes¬ 
se's Hope, who won the 1984 Keystone Stakes and has 
earned about $90,000.

Runner-up to Martins Choice was Alden's Ambition, the 
121-pound high weight, followed by Scotch Heather, 
Natania, Finder's Reward, Masked Barb, Mrs. Hall and 
Romanette. Alden's Ambition gave the winner nine 
pounds. 

Owned by the Gil De Bob Stable, a partnership consisting 
of Gilbert Moore, Dean Reynolds and Robert Moore, Mar¬ 
tins Choice was bred by Dr. Fred Musser, a retired physi¬ 
cian who breeds on a small-scale basis for the commercial 
yearling market at his 115-acre Lucky Discovery Farm 
near Frederick (Md.). Dr. Musser sold Martins Choice as a 
2-year-old to Bob Beall (who stands the filly's sire at his 
Davidsonville, Md. farm. From Friend's Choice Mr. Beall 
bred Dave's Friend, all-time leading Maryland-bred 
money earner.) Mr. Beall resold Martins Choice to the Gil 
De Bob Stable in the fall of her 2-year-old year. 

Although she twice placed in stakes as a 2 and 3-year-old, 
finishing third in the Kindergarten Stakes and Virginia 
Belle Stakes, Martins Choice has come into her own as a 
4-year-old this year. She won a $25,000 claiming race at 
Pimlico in February, and two allowance races at Pimlico in 
April and May prior to her recent stakes campaign. 

Dr. Musser still owns Martins Choice's dam, Mrs. Martin. 
The 19-year-old broodmare has had five other foals to 
race, the best of which did not earn more than $30,000. Dr. 
Musser got $3,400 for a yearling half-brother to Martins 
Choice, named Intended Rullah bv Full Intent, at the 
Maryland Sales Agency's Selected Yearling sale in Au¬ 
gust. Mrs. Martin's foal died in 1986, but she is currently 
back in foal to Friend's Choice.

Deputy Governor, who returned to be second in the 
Group 2 Laurent Perrier Champagne Stakes at Doncaster 
on September 12, has won or placed in each of his four 
outings. The chestnut colt finished third in his debut, a 
maiden race at Ascot on July 25, and won a seven-furlong 
maiden event at Lingfield on August 8. 

Deputy Governor was bred by Robert Barnett, a grain 
merchant from Belfast, Northern Ireland, who cam¬ 
paigned Master Willie (GB) and retains a major interest in 
the syndicated horse. Master Willie (GB), a foal of 1977, 
was champion miler in Ireland as a 3-year-old, and gained 
victories in four major races in the British Isles throughout 
his career (while also finishing second in the Epsom Der- 
by-Gl). From his first crop, now 3-year-olds, Master Wil¬ 
lie (GB) sired the Windfields-bred Be My Master, who has 
won stakes in Italy this year, and was a close runner-up in 
the 1986 Italian Derby. 

Regent Miss, dam of Deputy Governor, is one of a small 
group of broodmares which Mr. Barnett boards on a year- 
round basis at Mrs. Richard C. duPont's Woodstock 
Farm. Herself a distinguished race mare in Canada, Re¬ 
gent Miss was ourchased by Mr. Barnett as a broodmare 
in January, 1982. Third top-rated 3-year-old filly in 
Canada in 1981, Regent Miss won the 1981 Canadian 
Oaks and placed third in the La Prevoyante Stakes and 
Helena Handicap to retire with earnings of $132,766. Re¬ 
gent Miss's dam Later Miss is a daughter of 1964 Canadian 
Oaks winner Later Mel (by *Rico Monte). 

Deputy Governor, Regent Miss's first foal, was sold by 
Mr. Barnett at last year's Tattersalls Highflyer Yearling 
sales for the U.S. equivalent of $178,164. Regent Miss has 
a yearling colt by Master Willie (GB) and is back in foal for 
1987 to the same sire. 


Five-year-old Single Thread was dropped in Maryland 
when his dam, the exquisitely-bred Playmate, was sent 
here to be covered by The Minstrel. But he has not had 
even one thread of a connection with this state since then. 

Sold by his breeder, Kentuckian Warner L. Jones, for 
$125,000 at the Keeneland Select Yearling sale. Single 
Thread has campaigned throughout his career for owner 
W.T. Pascoe, making all of his starts in California and 
Mexico. The Damascus horse earned stakes credentials 
with his victory in the Caliente Mile Handicap in late 
summer, and also set a new track record (of l:39 1 /s) in the 
mile and 70 yard event. 

Single Thread is the second foal from his dam. Playmate's 
first foal, a colt of 1980 named Lahab by The Minstrel, was 
a winner in England. The mare did not conceive when 
bred to The Minstrel in 1981, but in 1983 she produced a 
Mr. Prospector colt. Woodman, who was champion 2- 
year-old in Ireland last year. 

Herself a stakes-placed winner of $24,118, Plavmate is a 
full sister to champion Numbered Account. Numbered 
Account is the dam of Private Account, a major stakes 
winner and sire, who is also (like Single Thread) bv Da¬ 
mascus. Numbered Account also has to her credit another 
major stakes winner, Dance Number, a filly by Northern 
Dancer. 

In addition. Playmate has two full brothers who have 
been stakes winners of over $100,000 and another full 
sister. The Cuddler, who is the dam of stakes winner and 
graded stakes-placed Verification.

Smart 'n Quick lives up to her name. "She's a big, 
scrawny, gangly filly with a white face and sort of white 
eye," says trainer Katy Voss. "She's also touchy and 
high-strung. But she's a total competitor who knows her 
stuff." 

The Merryman homebred filly, whose summer campaign 
was compromised by a foot injury, soared to the top of the 
local 3-year-old filly division in early fall when she tri¬ 
umphed by one and one-quarter lengths in Pimlico's 
$75,000 Twixt Stakes. 

Overwhelming favorite for the Twixt, richest distaff 
Maryland Fund race so far this season, was Country Reci¬ 
tal, a three-time stakes winner who has all but dominated 
her ranks this season. Country Recital shared high weight 
of 121 pounds with fourth-place finisher Little Green Van 
in the Twixt, giving Smart 'n Quick six pounds. 

However, Country Recital reported in out of the money 
for the first time since last March, finishing a badly beaten 
seventh as Smart 'n Quick came through on the outside to 
defeat stretch-leader Afflatus. Holding on to reach the 
wire three-quarters of a length in front of third-place 
finisher Azarbaijani, the Horatius filly Afflatus also ran 
the race of her life in the Twixt. Next came Little Green 
Van, Notches Trace, Weque Moon Walk, Country Recital, 
Bourse Grise, Pot of Antics and Sweet Contessa. Al¬ 
though sent off as next-favorite. Smart 'n Quick rewarded 
her backers with a $15.60 mutuel payoff. 

Smart 'n Quick's victory in Pimlico's first running of the 
Twixt was particularly appropriate since she is bred, 
owned and trained by the same people who had the filly 
for which the race is named. Twixt (Restless Native—Eve- 
leen by Quarter Deck), was Maryland's horse of the year 
in 1973 and '74 and champion handicap mare in 1975. A 
winner of 19 stakes and $619,141, Twixt also waited until 
the fall of her 3-year-old year to register her first added- 
money win. Ms. Voss, trainer of both fillies (and currently 
president of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association), is 
a daughter of longtime breeder/owners John B. and Kitty 
Merryman. 

"My father bought Smartie's second dam. Counter¬ 
flight, as a yearling in Kentucky back in 1963," explained 
Ms. Voss. Unraced due to an injury. Counterflight (by 
Count of Honor) more than proved her worth as a brood¬ 
mare. She had ten foals to race, all winners, including the 
stakes-placed CountOff ($228,354) and Catabias ($99,220) 
and stakes winner Lady Lyndy, dam of Smart 'n Quick. 
Lady Lyndy, who was trained by another of the Merry- 
man's daughters, Ann Heffner, won the 1979 Twixt 
Handicap, when the race was run at Timonium. She also 
captured the Windfall Handicap and placed in two other 
stakes, to retire with earnings of $60,531. 

Lady Lyndy's first foal died in 1982. In addition to Smart 
'n Quick she has an unraced 2-year-old filly by On the Sly, 
a yearling filly by I'm Glad (Arg) and is in foal for 1987 to 
Rare Performer.

Nasherrico dazzled trackgoers at Suffolk Downs with her 
speed in the Lady Diana Handicap. Breaking on top, the 
Fendall Clagett-bred 4-year-old filly rushed to a three- 
length lead and held a wide daylight margin for the entire 
six furlongs, while posting fractions of :22, :44^>, :57%, 
and 1:11%. 

Based on her initial stakes triumph, which the local Racing 
Form correspondent described as a "ridiculously easy 
win," Nasherrico was considered a shoo-in for her fol¬ 
low-up appearance in the six-furlong $25,000 Patricia 
Handicap at Suffolk the next week. But that race turned 
out to be a disappointment. Nasherrico picked up five 
pounds and carried 122 for the Patricia. After setting a 
lively early pace she gave way badly in mid-stretch. 
Odcfs-on favorite, she wound up placing second by two 
and one-half lengths. 

However Nasherrico, an extremely large filly who stands 
some 16.3 hands, still ranks as one of the most competi¬ 
tive sprinters on the New England filly circuit. Prior to her 
recent added-money tries she had three wins in allowance 
company at a distance of six furlongs this summer, and 
she has placed in seven of her nine starts this year. 

On September 21 she was disqualified after finishing third 
in a six-furlong overnight handicap at Suffolk. 

Fendall Clagett sold Nasherrico privately as a yearling to 
clients Bobby Greenhut and John DeStefano and, operat¬ 
ing under their partnership name of J.C.J. Stables, the 
two resold her at a 1984 Ocala Breeders' Sales Company 
Two-Year-Olds in Training sale for $31,000. The filly cam¬ 
paigns for Kenwood Stable, which is the stable name of 
Harold Levinsky, of Georgetown, Mass. 

"We sold the filly for a very simple reason," said Christy 
Clagett, who serves as farm manager for her father's 
Larking Hill Farm in Harwood (Md.), where Nasherrico 
was foaled. "The price was very good."

Two-year-old Sudden Flare went into Pimlico's Challe¬ 
don Stakes off of a victory in a $14,500 maiden claiming 
race—and emerged as a stakes winner of over $30,000. 

Still trainer Jane Miller believes that the added-money 
success was no fluke. "We have worked hard with that 
colt, and the hard work paid off," remarked Miller, a 
veteran conditioner who has had a stable in Maryland for 
the past two years. 

Sudden Flare, a 9-1 longshot in a field of six Maryland- 
bred colts and geldings, scored by one and one-quarter 
lengths while defeating the state's pro tern 2-year-old lead¬ 
er Silano, who finished third. Radicchio, a Gala Harry colt 
whose only previous start was an out-of-the-money fin¬ 
ish in a maiaen special at Delaware Park in May, placed 
second at odds of more than 52-1. 

Track conditions were sloppy for the 12th running of the 
Challedon—a race named to honor the great Maryland- 
bred campaigner bom exactly 50 years ago. Challedon 
remains the only Maryland-bred ever to have been voted 
America's horse of the year. Although Challedon himself 
was noted for his ability to handle mud, the rider of 2-5 
favorite Silano reported that his horse "didn't get along 
with the track."

Sudden Flare, who was not intimidated in spite of losing a 
shoe in the race, is owned by Patrick C. Wilbourn, a 
Leesburg (Va.) builder who purchased the 2-year-old at a 
horses of racing age sale earlier this year at Belmont Park 
for $7,000. 

He made three starts prior to his stakes debut: his 11- 
length maiden-breaking triumph at Pimlico on August 7 
was preceded by a distant eighth-place finish in a $30,000 
maiaen claimer at Laurel on July 8 and a third in another 
$30,000 maiden claiming event at Laurel on June 26. 

On September 27, Sudden Flare came back to carry high 
weight of 120 pounds in the one mile $30,000 World 
Appeal Stakes at Meadowlands, finishing out of the 
money. Sudden Flare gave seven pounds to the winner of 
that race, the highly regarded Woody Stephens-trained 
Conquistarose. 

The colt's breeder, Leonard P. Sasso, died last February. 
Anna Sasso, Mr. Sasso's widow, said she was trying to 
sell Sudden Flare's dam Brilliant Dancer for $2,500 up 
until the colt won the Challedon. "Now we've taken her 
off the market," said Mrs. Sasso, "and we hope to breed 
her back next year to Robellino." Leading freshman sire in 
England last year, Robellino stands at Windfields Farm in 
Chesapeake City (Md.) for a $12,500 live foal fee. Sudden 
Flare is Robellino's first U.S. stakes winner. The 8-year- 
old son of Roberto has been represented so far by three 
other stakes winners abroad and two stakes-placed run¬ 
ners in this country. 


A daughter of the stakes-placed mare Nashlina ($31,283, 
2nd 1970 Politely S), Nasherrico is from a family of achiev¬ 
ers. Her dam has had five additional foals to race, all 
winners. Nashlina's top money-earner to date is Ambiti¬ 
ous Ruler, a colt of 1976 by Bold Ambition, who accumu¬ 
lated earnings of $119,680, and also recorded a second in 
the 1980 J. Edgar Hoover Handicap. (Unlike Nasherrico, 
Ambitious Ruler ran his best at a distance) Nasherrico's 
3-year-old half-brother Larkin's Ambition (by Bold Ambi¬ 
tion) is still owned by Mr. Clagett and has won in Mary¬ 
land in 1986. Nineteen-year-old Nashlina did not produce 
a foal in 1984 or '85, but she has a John Alden weanling 
colt and is back in foal to John Alden. 

Nashlina's dam Missy R. also raced with distinction, plac¬ 
ing second in the 1960 Prince of Wales Stakes in Canada. 
Missy R. is the dam of Larking Hill's longtime sire Run 
Fool Run.

Old times were recalled at Timonium as two of Mary¬ 
land's venerable racing families battled it out in the major 
event of the little track's ten-day meeting in late August. 

The $35,000 Alma North Handicap, a Maryland Fund 
race, resulted in an upset victory for Donelson Christ¬ 
mas's 5-year-old homebred mare Lady Loose, who came 
through in the final strides to overtake the odds-on favor¬ 
ite (and winner of last year's running of the event), Al- 
den's Ambition, owned and bred by Upper Marlboro 
(Md.) attorney Hal C.B. Clagett. 

Weights proved a crucial factor in the mile and one-six¬ 
teenth handicap. Alden's Ambition, fresh from a triumph 
in Atlantic City's Margate Stakes (and a six-length success 



in an allowance race at Pimlico some two weeks before 
that) was forced to carry 125 pounds in the Alma North. 
Lady Loose, who had not won a race since she fractured a 
cannon bone while winning an allowance event at Bowie 
in June, 1985, received 11 pounds from the runner-up. 

Lady Loose is a daughter of Donelson (Donnie) Christ¬ 
mas's remarkable mare Shiralee. A professional engineer 
who maintains a small breeding establishment on part of 
his family's ancestral acreage in Upper Marlboro, Mr. 
Christmas is a nephew of now-deceased trainers Yancey, 
Ed, B. Frank ana Rhoda Christmas, and son of the late 
trainer Dick Christmas. 

The best horse ever trained by Dick Christmas was Ac¬ 
colade, one of the nation's best sprinters in the 1930s. And 
Lady Loose's third dam. Cavorting, is a half-sister to 
Accolade. 

"My father gave me a half-interest in Sharing (Mr. Bush¬ 
er—Cavorting) as a present for helping him out with his

"I have to congratulate the man who claimed her," re¬ 
marked Lady in Blue's breeder Dr. Jerome Torsney when 
the 3-year-old filly annexed a $15,000 added-money event 
at Atlantic City in late summer. 

The first stakes winner for her young sire Horatius, who 
stands at Thornmar Farm in Chestertown (Md.) for a 
$2,000 live foal fee. Lady in Blue was bred by Dr. Torsney 
from the distinguished broodmare •Fatima's Gift. "Obvi¬ 
ously the filly's current owner did some research and 
found out about her family," said Dr. Torsney, a Clifton, 
N.J., allergist who has maintained racing and breeding 
stables in Ireland and the U.S. for about 20 years. 

*Fatima's Gift was purchased at auction as a yearling in 
Ireland by Dr. Torsney, and won stakes (1967 Phoenix S) 
at 2 in that country. A full sister to Persian Coin, who was 
horse of the year in Jamaica in 1969, •Fatima's Gift is from 
the immediate family of three other major stakes winners 
including Breton, 1967 champion 2-year-old in France. 

Brought to the U.S. by Dr. Torsney in 1967, •Fatima's Gift 
produced eight foals, five winners, the best of whom was 
Mini Gift, a Group 3 stakes winner in Ireland (1974 Cur- 
ragh S-G3) who also placed in other added-money races 
in Ireland and the U.S. Mini Gift is the dam of A Gift (Hill 
Prince S-G3, Native Courier S, etc., $171,066). 

Ladv in Blue is •Fatima's Gift's last foal, the mare having 
died not long after giving birth three years ago. 
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horses when I was practically just a kid/' explained Don¬ 
nie Christmas. "And her first foal, Shiralee, was my first 
race horse." 

Donnie Christmas campaigned Shiralee with a partner 
and had moderate success, winning six races and earning 
$35,115. But Shiralee's record as a broodmare has been 
phenomenal. The mare, who died of cancer soon after 
foaling a still-unraced Christopher R. colt named Bungo 
Baggins in 1983, produced Nobulee (1979 Majorette H, 
etc., $143,971) and Mr. Baggins (Southern Maryland H, 
Prince Georges S, Star de Naskra H, $166,136) prior to 
Lady Loose. 

Lady Loose, whose sire Wise Exchange stood at Corbett 
Farm up until his death in March of 1984, is a big gray 
mare wno was not broken until she was almost 3. "She 
was large, and still growing, and I don't believe in push¬ 
ing young horses anyway/' says Mr. Christmas. She 
broke her maiden at Laurel in November of her 3-vear-old 
season, and came back to register two seconds before 
finishing fourth (to Native Derby, Hatched and Masked 
Barb) in the Prince Georges Stakes at Bowie in December, 
1984. 

In 1985 Lady Loose had seven allowance starts at Bowie 
and Pimlico, and was only once out of the money, while 
winning three times. "She's always put in tremendous 
effort," related Mr. Christmas. "When she won that race 
on a fracture at Pimlico last year she was so sore after¬ 
wards that she had to be carried from the detention bam 
back to the stable in a horse ambulance. She was laid up 
for almost a year (until April, 1986) with that injury. Dr. 
(James V.) Stewart operated and put screws in her leg. But 
she has come back to do all right this year." Nine days 
after the Alma North, Lady Loose dead-heated for third in 
a mile and one-sixteenth allowance race on the turf at 
Pimlico. And she came back in October to be second in a 
mile and one-sixteenth allowance on the dirt at Pimlico. 


Unraced as a 2-year-old, Lady in Blue was beaten badly in 
her debut, an $18,500 maiden claiming race at Pimlico last 
April, but she has failed to win only once in her eight 
outings since then. 

Joseph M. Holmes of Oakton, Va., claimed Lady in Blue 
for $11,500 in her second start—a six-furlong maiden 
event at Pimlico on April 21. The chestnut filly won that 
race by a definitive four lengths, then came back some 
two weeks later to rack up a second victory at the $20,000 
claiming level at a distance of one mile on the turf at 
Pimlico. All but one of Ladv in Blue's subsequent outings 
have been on the turf, ancf she remains unbeaten on the 
grass. Her single defeat came in the $20,000 Jersey Oaks at 
Atlantic City on August 2, in which she finished a far-back 
fourth. That race, originally carded to be run on turf, was 
switched to the dirt and run over a "sloppy" track. The 
remainder of Lady in Blue's string of victories this sum¬ 
mer consisted of two $25,000 claiming races at Pimlico and 
a dead heat in an allowance race at Laurel, prior to the 
Ocean City Stakes on August 30. Following the Ocean 
City Stakes she won an allowance race at Pimlico on 
September 12. 

The five and one-half furlong Ocean City Stakes marked 
Lady in Blue's first appearance in a sprint since she broke 
her maiden last spring. The filly, who—remarkably—led 
from wire-to-wire in each of her previous victories, ran 
several lengths behind the lead and squeezed between 
horses in deep stretch to get up for a neck decision.

The 6-year-old Val de l'Ome (Fr) gelding, who is totally a 
product of Windfields Farm breeding, triumphed by a 
definitive two and one-half lengths in the two-mile Lons¬ 
dale Stakes at York, England, in his last start. Weighted at 
a not-inconsiderable 132 pounds, 19 pounds more than 
the next-place finisher.

Bred in Maryland by Windfields and sold for $40,000 (on a 
bid by agent George Blackwell) at the 1981 Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky Selected Yearling sale, Valuable Witness cam¬ 
paigns for Greek shipping magnate Stavros Niarchos. 

Valuable Witness's sire, a champion 3-year-old in France, 
stands at Windfields for a $15,000 live foal fee, and the 
gelding's dam and granddam are both Windfields pro¬ 
ducers.

($106,759, Wonder Where S, etc.) and Friendly Letters

fields, has a yearling colt by Master Willie (GB), a wean¬ 
ling colt by E)eputed Testamony, and is in foal for 1987 to 
Val de l'Ome.

Are You Missing Maryland-Bred Bonus Awards? 


Maryland-bred OWNER AWARDS are paid to the 
owner of a registered Maryland-bred which wins 
certain types of races. The owner receives a bonus 
which amounts to approximately 25 percent of the 
winner’s share of the purse. Races qualifying for 
those awards are claimers in which the winner runs 
for a tag of $25,000 or more, maiden specials and 
allowance races. Not eligible are winners of stakes, 
starter races and claiming races in which the tag is 
less than $25,000. 

Maryland-bred BREEDER AWARDS go to the 
winners of all races when that winner is registered as 
a Maryland-bred with the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. These are also paid to the second, third 
and fourth finishers in stakes. Breeder awards amount 


to approximately 12 to 15 percent of the winner’s 
share of the added money—or 12 to 15 percent of the 
second, third and fourth added money in stakes. 

Maryland-bred STALLION AWARDS go to the 
Maryland stallions which sire any horse gaining a 
breeder award. Stallion awards amount to 
approximately 7 percent of money earned in the race. 
Only stallions registered with the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association are eligible.

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Book Review 


Saratoga: A Season of Ele¬ 
gance. Heywood Hale Broun and 
William Strode. Thomasson-Grant, 
Inc., Charlottesville, Va. 1986. 103 
pp., illus. S34 hardcover. 

"What did you think of Sara¬ 
toga?" we can't resist asking some¬ 
one who has just been there for the 
first time. "Aah, Saratoga ..." is 
the invariable answer, accompa¬ 
nied by a dreamy look in the re¬ 
sponder's eyes. 

Through William Strode's ex¬ 
quisite photographs and Heywood 
Broun's witty text, Saratoga: A Sea¬ 
son of Elegance captures that inex¬ 
plicable "aah" for those who have 
not had the pleasure and recreates 
it for those who have. 

"If you had to pick a single word 
to epitomize Saratoga, it would be 
Romance. From its beginnings, the 
Spa has been a triumphant defi¬ 
ance of common sense and practi¬ 
cality, a place where hopes begin to 
seem like expectations, where fan¬ 
tasies look like investment oppor¬ 
tunities," opens Broun's introduc¬ 
tion. 

Heywood Hale Broun is a broad¬ 
caster, author and lecturer. A lover 
of horses and racing, he has cov¬ 
ered many such competitions and 
spent numerous happy Augusts 
soaking up the famed elixirs, real 
and imagined, of Saratoga. 

His commentary in this large for¬ 
mat, "coffee table" volume is sec¬ 
ondary to the spectacular photog¬ 
raphy of Pulitzer prize winner Wil¬ 
liam Strode. Yet the words sparkle. 


too, as Broun relives the history of 
the Spa, its reputation as "Our 
Wickedest Summer Resort," and 
its population of famous visitors 
from Diamond Jim Brady to Presi¬ 
dent Van Buren. 

Charmingly, Broun also recounts 
his own adventures: "... my intro¬ 
duction (as a teenager) to a fatherly 
pair of bookmakers, the Rogan 
brothers. In the '30s machines 
played no part in betting, which 
was on a credit basis with individu¬ 
al Turf Accountants' of one's per¬ 
sonal acquaintance." 

For Broun verbally and Strode 
graphically, as for most all of us 
lucky enough to have made the 
summer pilgrimage, Saratoga is 
"one of our most beloved havens of 
nostalgia." 

Strode's photographs carry the 
reader straight to the heart of the 
resort: the opulence of the Adelphi 
Hotel, the Victorian splendor of the 
Union Avenue "cottages," the 
beauty of the American Thorough¬ 
bred galloping against an early 
morning mist. 

If one is expecting a book de¬ 
voted to Saratoga's horses alone, 
the reader will be disappointed. 
The horses are a primary ingredi¬ 
ent, from polo teams in action to 
the Saratoga harness track nearby, 
but so also is the New York City 
Ballet, strawberries and canta¬ 
loupe, black tie dinners at Can- 
field's, the dog show and the world 
famous Yaddo artists' retreat. 

Using an impressionistic ap¬ 
proach, both Strode and Broun aim 


to evoke memories, to distill the 
essence of "Aah, Saratoga . . ."— 
indeed "A Season of Elegance" 
where "pleasure has always been a 
priority."

30 Years Ago This Month 

Maryland Horse Reported ... 

■ Following months of promotion, the inaugural run¬ 
ning of the Marlboro Nursery, the first added-money 
race ever staged on a Maryland minor track, drew so 
many entries that the race was split into three divi¬ 
sions. 

Victories went to Mrs. Fendall Clagett's Fenmar, 
Mrs. Ralph DeMarco's Spiel and Mrs. John T. Ma¬ 
loney's Soft Day. 

■ Already noted as a springboard to fame for such 
accomplished performers as Challedon and Tuscany, 
the 26th running of the Maryland Futurity produced 
another bright prospect in Pajama Tops, a gelding by 
Double Brandy from the Discovery mare Marcia P. 

Owned by Halcyon Farm, the now de course of Mrs. J. 
Fred Colwill, Mrs. Louis Pondfield and Mrs. Mack 
Lesnick, all wives of Pimlico officials. Pajama Tops 
was bred by long-established Maryland racing official 
J. Fred Colwill, and was the second stakes winner of 
the year for Double Brandy, who also sired the winner 
of the Pimlico Nursery. 

■ Laurel's Turf Cup Handicap, a prominent fixture on 
the fall racing calendar, was won by Traffic Judge. 
Sharing high weight of 118 pounds with Fisherman 
and Jabneh, the *Alibhai colt outgamed *Tudor Era by 
a neck. 

■ Belair Stud, the historic 2,500-acre Prince Georges 
County estate which had for many years served as a 
base for the unparalleled Thoroughbred holdings of 
William Woodward Sr., and his son William Wood¬ 
ward Jr., was sold for $1,250,000. Webb and Knapp, a 
New York real estate firm, purchased the property for 
less than the figure the late William Woodward Jr.'s 
great horse Nashua had commanded when sold by 
sealed bid the previous year. 
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Plans were to convert Belair, the oldest continuous¬ 
ly operated Thoroughbred farm in America, into a 
development of plush $50,000 homes centered around 
a swimming pool and 36-hole golf course. (Editor's 
note: Although development on a relatively more 
modest scale has since taken place on much of the 
land, the original Belair mansion still stands.) 

■ Discovery was continuing to make his mark as a 
broodmare sire. The aging patriarch of Sagamore 
Farm had sired the dams of many noted performers, 
including Bed o' Roses, Hasty Road and Traffic Judge. 
Newest name to be added to the list was that of Futur¬ 
ity winner and aspirant to the 2-year-old title. Bold 
Ruler. 

■ Riders Johnny Longden, Tod Sloan and Isaac Mur¬ 
phy were elected to the Jockeys Hall of Fame at Pim¬ 
lico. 

■ Pimlico's old clubhouse, built in 1870, had recently 
been completely renovated and redecorated "to re¬ 
store it to its former elegance". The third floor now 
offered a proper setting for Pimlico's turf library, and 
also featured a private series of dining rooms named in 
honor of the eight Triple Crown winners. Mrs. Ben 
Cohen, wife of the Pimlico executive, was the interior 
decorator. 

■ Veteran steward George Brown, respected far and 
wide as a stern yet scrupulously fair official of the turf, 
died at age 76. 

Described as "a Maryland sportsman in whose life 
was caught up the racing tradition of the state," Mr. 
Brown could recall the first running of the Maryland 
Hunt Cup, which took place in 1894, when he was 14 
years old. 
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"A man of inherited means and born into the life of 
Baltimore county's racing countryside, he made the 
most of his heritage," recounted George Brown's 
obituary: "A steeplechase rider of great skill and dar¬ 
ing, he was at the same time a breeder and trainer of 
fine horses and for years was a racing official given the 
unofficial title of 'chief steward' at the tracks. 

"Timonium missed him for the first time in 66 years 
when the fair opened this season, for his participation 
went back to the exhibition of bantam chickens when 
he was a 10-year-old boy. He rode in a steeplechase at 
the track in 1900 and was so badly hurt in a fall he had 
to miss two seasons of racing. 

"Years ago he was quoted as saying: 

" 'I daresay no business, no game as big as racing, is 
less cursed with dishonesty. Racing has in it some men 
who are dishonest, just as any other business has. But 
when you consider the number of people in the game, 
the number of sinners is extremely small.' 

"He liked to recall the Pimlico he knew more than 50 
years ago and racing when it was more of a sport than 
a business, with owners entering their horses more for 
honor and cups than for purses. 

"That was the Pimlico to which people rode in tan¬ 
dems and tallyhos ana our-in-hands, when 2,000 was 
a great crowd ..." □

Maryland Stallion Prospects 

M arylanders have been rooting tor three world-class millionaires this year, each 
of which will be widely sought after as a stallion prospect when he retires. These Free 
State favorites include Skip Trial by Bailjumper, the 4-vear-old Grade 1 stakes winner 
of $1,389,791 owned by Mrs. Ben Cohen; Roo Art by Buckaroo, the 4-year-old Grade 1 
stakes winner of $996,723 owned by Barbara Holleran; and Broad Brush by Ack Ack, 
the 3-year-old Grade 1 stakes winner of $1,152,113 owned by Robert Meyerhoff. 

While only Broad Brush is Maryland-bred, all three of these outstanding race 
horses have been a source of pride to the state. Skip Trial's owner is the wife of one of 
the owners of Pimlico race course. And Roo Art began his career in Maryland after 
being purchased at a local 2-year-olds in training sale. 

A lot of Maryland's top mares are bred in Kentucky each spring only because their 
owners can't find enough top-caliber stallions at home. Standing Skip Trial, Roo Art 
and Broad Brush right here—where they are well-known and are likely to be vividly 
remembered—when they finish their racing careers makes sense for them and would 
be great for Maryland.
